RATE BOOSTING 
ALDERMEN SHOWN 
IGNORING TAXES 


Four of Committee Approving 
$1,500,000 Raise Fail 
fo File Schedules. 


‘REVEALED BY THE RECORDS 


Kerner, Powers, Bauler, and Held 
~ Are Delinquents on the 
Judiciary Body. 


VOTED DOWN MERRIAM PROTEST 


Four of the eight members of the council 
judiciary committee who recently approved 
Mayor Harrison's plan to boost Chicago 
taxes more than $1,500,000 have not filed 
personal property schedules with the board 
of assessors. 

The delinauent aldermen are Otto Kerner 
of the Tweifth ward, John Powers of the 
Nineteenth, John H. Bauler of the Twenty- 
second, and Winfield J. Held of the Thirty- 
fourth. Bauler’s name is not even on the 
personal property tax books. 

Kerner was reported by the deputy as- 
sessor to have household goods valued at 
$600. Powers last year was assessed $4,500. 
He induced the board of review to reduce 
this to $3,000. Held is credited with being a 


| saloonkeeper, but the deputy assessor notes 


that the bar fixtures are owned by a brewery 


Killed Protest by Merriam. 

With Ald. Coughlin, who has scheduled 
$1,000 personal property; Clancy, who re- 
ported $300; Holding, who admits $1,000; and 
Hazen, who lists $500, Kerner, Powers, 
Bauler, and Held voted to place on file the 
Merriam resolution protesting against any 
provision in the park consolidation bill which 
would increase the tax rate above $1.70 on the 
$100 valuation. 

By a vote of & to 4 the committee reported 
the Merriam resolution to the council ad- 
versely. Both the majority and minority 
reperte will come before the body for consid- 
eration on Monday. 

Mirtin J. O’Brien, tax expert in County 
Clerk Sweitzer’s office, estimates that the 
park ¢onsplidation bil! will increase Chicago 
taxes $1,504.720. Other additions resultihg 
from the Juul law as recently passed, he fig- 
ures, will cause each Chicago taxpayer te 
pay next year 35 cents on each $100 more than 
this year 

Personalty Lists Close Today. 

The personal property lists will be closed 
in the office of the board of ASSeSBOTS a* 
noon today. All who have not scheduled 
before that hour. will be liable to a fifty per 
cent pendtly on any assessment the board 
may see fit to make on the information 
gathered by deputies. 

The avseseors’ office remained open yes 
terday despite the holiday and a full force 
of clerks was at work until late in the after- 
noon. After the books are closed, the task 
of computing penalties and verifying assess- 
mefite will be continued until July 7, when the 
records will be turned over to the board of 
review before which appeals may be made, 

Attachés of the assessors’ office speculated 
during the day as to what Chicagoan would 
be placed at the top of the list. Last year 
Cyrus H. McCormick was given honor with 
an assessment of $875,000. He has not 
scheduled for this year. Harold F. McCor 
mick, who failed to schedule, was assessed 
$665,000—last years figures—to which was 
added a penalty of $332,500, increasing his 
total to $997,500. 


Mrs. H. F. McCormick Not on Books, 
Ingpection of the McCormick entries by 
clerks revealed that Mrs. Harold F. Me 
Cormick, daughter of John D. Rockefeller, 
was not on the books. This discovery gave 
rise to @ report that she, as well as other 
Chieago women of social prominence and in- 
dividual wealth, might be penalized for falil- 
ing to list their jewels and other personal 
property. It was said the matter would be 
brought to the attention of the board today, 

Baseball fane among the tax clerks watched 
with interest for the schedules of Charies 
W. Murphy, bose of the Cubs, and Charles 
Comiskey, chief of the White Sox. Murphy 
listed $500 as the total of his personal prop- 
erty. Comiskey scheduled $7,500. 

Interest also was schown in the schedules 
of the members of the board of assessors. 
David M. Pfaeizer topped the board list with 
$3,000; Adam Wolf reported $1,250; Frank 
W. Koraleski, $1,000, and Michael K. Sher- 
idan, $000. W. H. Weber is listed In an un- 
completed book. His assessment last year 
was $2,000. 

Big Corporations Increased. 

The books show that four of the big public 
gervice corporations have hed their astess- 
ments increased $3,303,506 over the figures 
of a year ago. The People’s Gas Light and 
Coke company is assessed at $16,000,000, an 
increase of $123,179; the City Railway com- 
pany, $20,187,500, an increase of $199,800; 
the Chicago Railways, $26,407,395, an increase 
of $1,446,527, and the Commonwealth Edison 
company, $29,500,000, a boost of $1,515,000. 

It 1s declared that these increases are nor- 
mal. Only one company, the Chicago Rai)- 
ways, @tained a reduction last year from 
the board of review, and it only succeeded in 
having the total scaled down $200,000 om « 
$25,000,000 valuation. | 

Experte connected with the board of asses- 
sors predict an increase in the general aseess- 
ments.

DUCHESS TO SUE 
DUKE OF ORLEANS 


Wife of French Pretender 
Seeks Separation, Alimony, 
and Return of Loans. 


BRUSSELS, Belgium. May %. — The 
Duchess of Orleans, ft is announced here, in- 
tends tomorrow to start a suit for separa- 
tion. alimony, end the restitution of large 
sums which, it is affirmed, she has advanced, 
against her husband, Prince Louie Philippe, 
Duke of Orleans, the French pretender. 

The Duchess of Orleans before her marriage 
was Archduchess Marie Dorothea of Austria, 
daughter of Archdnke Josef. She was mar- 
ried to the duke im 1896. 

The marital difficulties of the duke and 
the duchess are not a recent development. 
In January, 1904, the duke took steps in 
Rome to have the marriage ansrulled by’ the 
vatican. He thenalleged he hed entered into 
the marriage against hie will, but it was cur- 
rent report that he wished to wed the Prin- 
cess Clementine Metternich, the second 
daughter of the former German ambassador 
to France and the Princess Pauline Metter- 
nich. 

Pope Refuses an Annulment, 

The pontiff discouraged the duke's atti- 
tude toward a separation and a separation 
was avoided. 

The private life of the duke of Orleans has 
been attended with many scandals. The duke 
aftained his majority in February, 1890. A 
few days afterward he presented himself at 
the recruiting bureau in Paris and asked to 
enlist in the army of France. The minister 
of war had the duke arrested under the law 
which prohibited the entrance of pretenders 
into France. He was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment, but was soon pardoned. 

When next heard from it was as defendant 
in a suit brought by the husband of an Aus- 
tralian prima donna, who alleged that the 
duke had alienated his wife's affections, Ac- 
cording to the stories current at the time the 
duke fell in love with the singer in London 
and followed her through several countries 


disguised as her valet. 
Warned from Other Countries. 

Because of his objectionable personal con- 
duct and his intrigues against the government 
of France he was warned out of nearly every 
country of Europe. The emperor of Austria 
and the king of Italy eclizied to permit him 
to make his home on their soll. He attempted 
to establish a little court in Brussels, but was 
expelled from the country by the Belgian au- 
thorities on the ground that hs ‘had abused 
the! hospitality of the nation by his attacks 
on the friendly government of France. 

His carcer in, the English army was cut 
short in such manner as to lead the emperor 
of Russia, the queen regem of Spain, and the 
king of Denmark, to all of whom in turm he 
offered hie sword, to decline his services, 

The duke’s marriage to Archduchess Maria 
Dorothea was brought about by the ambitious 
Princess Clementine, grandmother of the 


bride.

One of those was 
that the bureau of public efficiency would 
work in conjunction with the efficienéy divi- 
sion of the civil service commission. That has 
been my position throughout our correspond- 
ence on the subject. 

“The trouble hae been that they never 
wanted to make the investigation in that 
way. In other words, it appeared the in- 
vestigation would not be constructive and 
their only purpose was to rip the city govern- 
ment to pieces. I have insisted any investi- 
gation of this kind should be and must be 
for the purpose of building up the city sery- 
ice. 

“Personally, I never have discussed the 
subject with the members of the civil service 
commission; but the commission has sent 
to me a synopsis of the discussions after they 
were held. I understood it had been left to 
the civil service commission to formulate the 
plan of action for the investigation. I did 
not know the conferences on the subject had 
been terminated.

“Any disease which kills 10,000 children a 
year is serious. If bubonic plague were to 
kill that many children in the United States 
in one year the whole world would quaran- 
tine against country. A child dead of 
whooping cough is just as dead as a child 
dead of plague.”’

Watchman Discovers Box of Oil

tonight to set fire to the Royal academy.

TO RECALL THE ARMIES. 


Sir Edward Grey Praised for 
Bringing End of the War 
Earlier than. Expected. 


LONDON, May 30.—The preliminary treaty: 


of peace was signed at St. James’ palace to- | 


day by the delegates of all the Balkan allies 
and of Turkey. Sir Edward Grey, the British 
foreign secretary, presided at the meeting. 

_ ‘The Bulgarian and Turkish peace delegates 
also signed a protocol providing for the 
immediate removal of their respective armies 
from the scene of operations. 

Dr. S. Daneff, the Bulgarian peace delegate, 
after the signature said: 

“Tam rejoiced. It means not only Balkan 
peace but general peace and Europe is saved 
from one of the most thorny problems of the 
age. We owe thanks to Sir Edward Grey.” 


Montenegrins Are Displeased. 

M. Popovitch, the Montenegrin chief dele- 
gate, made a short speech. 

“We have signed the preliminary treaty,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘ because nothing else remained for 
us to do. We are glad to have peace, but 
are profoundly dissatisfied with the terms 
we have been obliged to accept. We have 
been. despoiled of the fruits of our victories. 
We have been made the whipping boy of 
Europe. 

“Great Britain took the leading part in 
depriving us of Scutari. We look here to se- 
cure a modification of the Albania frontier 
so as to give us lands for cultivation anda 
natura] route between Podgoritza and Ipek.”’

Monument to Those Who Per- 
ished on Battleship Unveiled. 


TAFKT DELIVERS AN ADDRESS 


Memorial Exercises Held at Washing- 
ton and Other Cities. 


New York, May 30.—Army, navy, and citi~ 
zenry did honor in New York today to those 
who perished in Havana harbor on the bat- 
tleship Maine. The occasion was the unvell- 
ing at the Columbus Circle entrance of Cen- 
tral park of the national Maine monument, a 
pylon forty feet high erected by popular 
subscription from all parts of the nation. 

The ceremonies brought tothis city a dozen 
dreadnaughts of the North Atlantic fleet, the 7 
Cuban cruiser Cuba, the secretary of the 
naty, former President Taft, representatives 
of the Cuban congress and government, Gov. 
Haines of Maine, and others. 

Wreaths were placed on the monument in 
behalf of President Wilson, the state of 
Maine, the state of New York, the city of New 
York, the Cuban government, and one by 
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Rear Admiral Sigsbee, who, as a captain, 
was in command of the Maine when it sank. 
Former President Taft, Secretary Daniels, 
Gov. Sulzer, Rear Admiral Sigsbee, and oth- 
ers spoke. 

The usual Memorial day exercises were held 
at Grant's tomb. 


Sherman Speaks in Washington. 

Washington, D. C., May 30.—Veterans of 
the civil and Spanish-American wars amd 
members of the various women’s auxiliaries 
and other patriotic societies here joined in 
the annual Memoria! day exercises.

Praises the Blue and the Gray. 

Gettysburg, 'Pa., May 30.—Ten thousand 
persons gathered here for the annual Me- 
morial day observance. A parade of civic 
and patriotic organizations with veterans of 
the civil and Spanish-American wars and 
the Third battalion, Fifth United States 
Regular Infantry, preceded the strewing of 
flowers and ceremonies in the Soldiers’ Na- 
tional cemetery. The exercises at the ros- 
trum included the readirig of Lincoln's Get- 
tysburg address and an address by Con- 
gresman J. T. Heflin of Alabama. 

Mr. Heflin’s was the first address ever de- 
livered by a southerner at Gettysburg Me- 
morial day exercises. 

Of the reunion in July of survivors of the 
two armies at Gettysburg, Mr. Heflin said: 

“ What a glorious reunion that willbe. The 
angels will smile upon that gathering and 
the God of our fathers will bless and approve 
it. 

“Here on this battlefield, incarnadined 
with the blood of patriots north and patriots 
south, let us, in the language of Lincoln, re- 
solve that this government shall not perish 
from the earth.”

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DOCTOR MAKES BREAD TESTS. 


Holland Physician Finds Tempera- 
tures at Which Product May Be 
Kept Fresh for 40 Hours, 


There is joy for those who like fresh bread 
in the discovery of Dr. J. R. Katz of Amster- 
dam, Holland, reported in the current num- 
ber of the Journal of the American Medical] 
association. It is simply a matter of tem- 
perature, either hot or cold. At 140 degrees 
he finds bread keeps “‘ fresh "’ for forty hours, 
At from 36 to 104 degrees it becomes “ half 
stale,”’ and can be made fresh by placing in 
a temperature below freezing. The freezing 
temperature will also keep it fresh for some 
time. Dr. Katz expects bakers as well as 
housewives to make use of this information.

frage, anti-pass, and the salary increase bill 
affecting members of the legislature. The 
test oh the McCormick resolution is ex- 
pected on Tuesday. 

Advocates of the Chicago outer harbor bill 
are confident it will pass the house on Tues- 
day. Senator John M. O’Connor, who engi- 
neered its passage through the senate, is re- 
ported to have assurances of its support by 
the lower branch. 


Rapp Urges Utilities Law. 

Springtield, Il., May 30.—Representati¥e 
John M. Rapp of Fairfield, chairman of the 
house committee on public utilities, today 
gave out the following statement: 

“It has been the aim of friends of Gov. 
Dunne and of the utilities measure, which 
has his approval, to endeavor to be abso- 
lutely fair with all elements that would be 
affected by a public utilities bill; that takes 
into consideration the uses of the utilities, 
the taxpayers who would necessarily Wave 
to bear the expense, and the owners and 
operators of the utilities. 

“The measure has an element of home rule 
for large cities which is new in its application 
to this character of law. It has been the 
object of the advocates of the bill to give the 
widest opportunity to all interests to be 
heard and make suggestions for the bet- 
terment of the bill. After the hearing the 
framers of the bill have conferred and have 
been engaged in drawing an amended meae- 
ure to fit the situation in Illinois. 


Chicago pts Local Powers. 

“The friends of home rule in Chicago have 
agreed to accept merely the right to regulate 
rates and service and control franchises and 
extensions of the utilities operating exclu- 
sively in the city of Chicago. The proposed 
measure gives this, element of home rule to 
the city of Chicago and the other cities of 
thé state and enlarges the powers which the 
cities have heretofore held over public utill- 
ties. It gives all cities in the state over 
“0,000 the right, if they so desire, to vote 
either through the city council or by referen- 
dum to the people themselves, the right to 
transfer the powers of regulation and control 
the state utilities commission. 

‘In citles under 20,000 the power is vested 
in the state commission, but the element of 
home rule’ is still left with the smalier cities 
in that they are given the right, through 
their citizenship; to vote to go out from under 
the management of.the utilities commission 
and to thereby vest themselves with the same 
powers that are del@gmmed to the larger cities. 

“The amended c ttee bill will be re- 
ported to the house y the coming week.”

_. Freight terminads, for’ local traffic only: 


(a) Nearness to center of wholesale 
and principal retail districts. 

(b) Accessibility to teams with min- 
imum use of streets having car lines, or 
being otherwise congested. 

(c) Sufficient room for the necessary 
tracks and warehouses to admit of the 
receipt, loading, unloading, and delivery 
of freight with the least possible deten- 
tion of teams. 

(d) The minimum of interference with 
switching by physical obstructions not 
controllable by the railway company, 
such as drawbridges, crossings of im- 
portant streets, and other railways. 
Passenger terminals: 

(a) Nearness to business cistrict and 
principal hotels. 

(b) Convenience to street car or line or 
other means of cheap tran<:portation. 

(c) Sufficient and appropriate accommo- 
dations for through and local passengers. 


Explain Freight Terminal Neéds. 

Freight terminals should be so located as 
to cause the minimum of interference with 
trains to and from passenger terminals, and 
vice versa. 

Except as prevented by financial limita- 
tions, the present terminals of the Chicago 
lines were located so far as practicable on 
the above general program. Following such 
location by the older lines, the Northwest- 
ern, Pennsylvania, Rock Island, Illinois 
Central, Lake Shore, etc., business centered 
about or in the vicinity of such terminals, 
and the greatest development and increase 
in the value of property has taken place in 
that district which has had the easiest access 
to the railway terminals. 

In view of such development and the 
millions invested in good faith largely upon 
the basis of railway facilities, any proposi- 
tion to make a material change in the loca- 
tion of any terminal should be considered 
with great care; first, from the standpoint 
of the owners of property adjacent to such 
terminal; second, from the standpoint of the 
Shipping and traveling public; and, third, 
from the standpoint of the owners of the 
terminal. Unless the proposed change offers 
advantages to the general public greatly 
outweighing the losses or disadvantages to 
the three classes mentioned who are vitally 
interested, the change should be opposed by 
all fairminded persens. 


Disapproves Joint Passenger Terminal 

After giving the matter the most conscien- 
tious study, it is my conclusion the best in- 
terests of the city and the best interests of 
ites railways would not be promoted by at- 
tempting to consolidate all passenger ter- 
minals into one, and still less by consolidat- 
ing all or a large part of the local freight 
terminals into one. No proposition compar- 
able to this in the number of lines concerned

New American Ambassador to St. 
James Greeted by King George and 
Queen. 


LONDON, May 30.—Walter Hines Page, 
the newly appointed United States ambasea- 
dor to‘the court of St. James, was received 
today by King George, to whom, he pre- 
sented his letters of credence. 


Sir Edward: Grey, the British foreign sec- 


retary, presented the new ambassador. Then 
Mr. Page went through the formality of pre- 
senting to the king and queen the members 
of the embassy staff. 

Ambassador Page and his secretaries wore 
ordinary evening dress, which American dip- 
lomate always assume at levees. With the 
naval and military attachés in uniform, they 
drove from the hotel where the ambassador 
is staying to Buckingham palace in royal 
carriages with the coachmen and footmen 
im the scarlet livery of the British court. 

The string of royal carriages passing 
through Mayfair to Buckingham palace at- 
tracted considerable attention. 

Speaking of the audience afterward Am- 
bassador Page said: 

‘'It was one of the most nlonétne experi- 
ences of my life. The king and queen spoke 
frankly, cordially, and kindly on a number 
of subjecis. They asked after President 
Wilson and his family and also after my own 
family.”’ 

After the royal audience Ambassador Page 
called on Paul Cambon,; the Fench ambassa- 
dor and dean of the diplomatic corps.

“The Rock Island has not at any time sug- 
gested or recommended that it was ready 
to electrify its passenger terminals.”’ 


Asks Delay to Hear Report. 

After this denial of the implication that the 
Rock Island had any such violent intention, 
Mr. Berry proceeds to “advise ”’ the council 
committee not to consider the proposed anti- 
smoke ordinance of Ald. Long until the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce makes its report. 

“The Rock Isldnd would suggest that the 
ordinance proposed by Ald. Long should not 
be approved by the city council at present,"’ 
saye the statement, *‘ but held in abeyance 
until the report of the organization, now 
having these matters in charge, is presented, 
which as stated, will be full and complete and 
compiled by the best corps of experts that 
has ever investigated matters of this kind 
in the United States.” 

Whether the aldermen will heed this bit of 
railroad advice is a question. 


May Be Voted On Monday. 

The matter will be taken up by theterminal 
committee next Monday. A vote will be 
forced upon the proposed ordinance unless 
the Association of Commerce or the railroads 
have something more to offer in the way of 
information or explanations.

“MORE HASTE, LESS SPEED.” 

A timely warning to sincere friends of 
social legislation was given, at least by im- 
plication, in Representative McCormick’s 
speech of Thursday in opposition to the King 
old age pension biil. 

“I oppose this bill,” said Mr. McCormick, 
“not beeause I am opposed to old age pen- 
sions, but because I weft the first bill adopt- 
ed in this country te be a success, in order 
that old age pensions may extend from 
state to state, whereas I believe if this bill, 
which is simply an adaptation of the Eng- 
lish act, should pass, it will fail and progress 
throughout the nation will be impeded.” 

Legislation for the correction of social] 
evils should be founded on honest and scien- 
‘tific study of the conditions to be affected, 
their nature and cause. Snapshot measures 
borrowed from other countries or states, or 
thrown together without knowledge or con- 
sideration of economic and social laws, are 
more likely to fail, thus discrediting in the 
public mind not only the particular reform 
involved but all progressive movements. 

These considerations will not retard the 
politician «who is seeking notoriety and tem- 
porary popular favor by posing as the friend 
of the unfortunate. But they will help the 
public to test pretenses by sensible pranciples 
and the honest progressive to avoid costly 
mistakes. 


“SEEING THINGS.” 

Mayor Harrison has thought proper to 
commit himself emphatically and publicly 
upon the railway terminal question, although 
that matter is still, presumptively at least, 
under consideration before a council com- 
mittee. 

Mayor Harrison also expresses the opinion 
that “there is something more behind the 
agitation for the south side terminal than 
the mere desire to put it at Twelfth street.” 

Mayor Harrison has a gift for “ seeing 
things’ when it is convenient. He saw 
“something”? when recently a group of 
settlement workers complained of petty ex- 
tortions upon small vendors in the Maxwell 
street market. He saw “ something ’’’ when 
competitive bids were proposed for garbage 
disposal. He began “ seeing things ”’ in the 
effer of the bureau of public efficiency to 
investigate city administrative methods—as 
soon as the legislature had granted bond leg- 
islation. 

“Seeing thing is also the gift of Mr. 
Maclay Hoyne, although Mr. Hoyne takes 
us a little more into his confidence as to the 
“things” he sees. Mr. Hoyne sees a 
“crime trust’ and a “ traction trust” con- 
spiring to prevent him from investigating 
his own election—and from presenting all 
concerned with an illuminated “ character” 
and vote of thanks. 

“Seeing things” is not a new complaint 
among politicians, but there is an interesting 

epidemic of it in H.-H. politics just now. 


BY VOTE BUT NOT BY WISH. 

There is a disposition to insist that vox 
populi, when heard in an election, speaks 
always in a Pickwickian sense. It is con- 
spicuous in states which elected Democratic 
congressmen on a platfarm which declared 

’ not only that a protective tariff was an in- 
strument of monopoly, oppression, and injus- 
tice but that it was unconstitutional, and 
which now protest against lowered tariff 
rates as if the congressmen thus elected 
were betraying the vital interests of their 
commonwealths. 

The voters, it must then be assumed, were 
merely Pickwickian in their support of con- 
gre<sional candidates of the Democratic par- 
iy aud sang: “ We love a low tariff, its wool 
is so warm, and if we don't have it, it will do 
ns uo harm.” Tree sugar.is sweet in the 
campaign and bitter in the tariff bill.

Mr. Bryan's decision to caneel speaking 
engagements and give hig attention to the 
Japanese situation comes none too soon. 
There have been ominous indications that 
our secretary of state was disposed to treat 
this very grave complication in the lightand 
airy manner of pacifists ef the Carnegie-

} the military party cannot be ignored at 


Washington, and if Mr. Bryan wishes to 
achieve one of the costliest mistakes in the 
history of American statecraft, he will ac- 
cept the guidance of bis friend, Dr. Jordan, 
at this moment. 

It is aleo timely to say that, despite the 
political embarrassments involved in forcing 
Mr. Bryan’s policy, a responsibility which 
is growing steadily heavier rests upon the 
shoulders of the president. He cannot af- 
ford to ignore the ugly possibilities of the 
Japanese difficulty, even if Mr. Bryan is 
willing to reside in a dreamer’s paradise. 
The controlling fact of the situation should 
be faced, and faced at once. That fact is 
the possibility of war being forced upon the 
Japanese government by popular opinion 
in spite of the knowledge of the wisest of 
Japanese statesmen of the disastrous event- 
ual results for which Japan would pay in 
the long run for probable initial successes 
humiliating to us—but not decisive. 


A BOOST FOR CULTURE. 

The aspirations and fears of the house- 
holders in Cherry place deserved all the con- 
sideration given them by the city map de- 
partment. When the nomenciative up- 
heaval disturbed the established but not 
well ordered system of Chicago street names 
the Cherry placers saw that as Oherry 
placers they were about to be extinguished. 
They were saddened but not wholly given 
to. despair, assuming that their vestigial 
street would be absorbed by Shakspeare 
avenue. 

The Cherry placers were willing to be 
Shakspeareans, and in consideration of the 
impending change took up the drama as 
earnestly as the Peterkins ever took up 
anything, with or without the assistance of 
the lady from Philadelphia. When the even- 
ings were favorable you could see the entire 
block of Cherry placers sitting on front door 
steps reading sonnets and plays. 

In the map department, however, there 
was more regard for: projections than for 
what the Cherry placers ragarded as pro- 
prietiés, and before the most assiduous 
Cherry placer had read two and a half acts 
of the *“‘Comedy of Errors” it was dis- 
covered that they were to be annexed to 
Hamburg street and not to Shakspeare 


Avenue. 


The fact that their protests obtained the 

ear of Supt. Riley of the map department 
is as good as a renewal of faith in municipal 
government. Hamburg street projected 
would be closer to Cherry place than Shaks- 
peare avenue projected, and if the esthetics 
bad been treated with contempt the Cherry 
placers, who are not Teutons, would have 
been devastated. 
A spokesman for the stricken Household. 
ers explained to Mr. Riley that, although 
their fear of flippant jest was not ineconsider- 
able, their chief sadness came when they 
contemplated the possible loss of time de- 
voted to the study of Shakespeare. 

A cultural movement of importance, one 
worthy of nourishment from the Drama 
league, was in danger. To have had this 
affair in the hands of a city official who, if 
he be not a conspicuous patron of the fine 
arts, at least is not callous to their influence, 
was worth much fine gold to thecity. Mr. 

tiley has said * Ding projections—let the

Thus a healthy little center for drama 
study has been steadied on its foundations 
and the roils of the Drama league enriched.

THROBBING AND BEATING. 

S the heart beats, the force of the 
contraction runs instantly down 
the arteries and | itself in the 
capillaries. The blood runs in the 
same d*rection, but it runs slowly 

as compared with the force that we call 
the pulse. We see the same thing where 
a pump is sending water through an iron 
tube. When we watch the end <* the pipe 
we notice that on the inatant the piston 
strikes, the water spurts. The water took 
several minutes to flow from the pump to 
the nozzle, but the spurt arrived in a 
fraction of a second. 

In the case of an iron pipe, the throb 
is just as plain a few hundred feet away 
as it is at the pump. In the pulse the 
throb disappears in the capillaries—in no 
case more than six feet from the pump, 
the heart. The water in the iron pipe had 
a wall in which there was no give and, in 
consequence, all the force of the piston 
carried on the water stream. 


~~ 

In the arteries, the blood vessels have 
walls as elastic as near rubber. Some part 
of the force of the heart is used in stretch- 
ing the vessel. After a flow of a few feet 
the blood moves smoothly and evenly and 
without any jerks or spurts. The blood in 
the capillaries and veins flows. smoothly 
and evenly—there is no pulse. That is the 
way things are right. 

In old people the arterial walls are 
stiffened. Some of the rubber is gone. 
Their vessels are more like iron pipe in 
that they have not much give. The larger 
blood vessels are generally placed so that 
they can swell without pressing on any- 
thing. The smaller blood vessels are not 
infrequently packed in tighter. In an old 
person the stiff arteries continue the pulse 
impulse into some of these smaller vessels. 
Here the pulsing presses on delicate 
nerves. 

Old people not infrequently complain of 
thumping in the ears and disagreeable 
pulse beats elsewhere throughout the body. 
It is not due to introspection. The differ- 
ence is there, though they can do nothing 
about it. It is not a course of harm; it 
causes nothing more than annoyance and 
is not worthy of the worry that it usually 
occasions. 

~- 

When a limb is swollen and sore, the 
pain sometimes comes in throbs. The pulse 
beats can be felt and they hurt. The tis- 
sues are filled with an excess of fluid, the 
skin is stretched tight; as the pulse beats, 
the small nerves cannot roll out of the way 
—they get pinched and pain results. 
Again, the inflammation throws the mus- 
cles of the small vessels out of service, 
the vessels dilate their walls, and cannot 
give further. They are somewhat similar 
in physics to the iron wall pipe and the 
pulse beat, instead of stopping where it 
should, is carried on into the smallest 
blood vessels. 

If a man has a sore foot and would be 
rid of the throbbing, he can usually suc- 
ceed by raising it. If the foot vessels can 
be rid of gravity they can come near enongh 
to handling the situation to stop the throb- 
bing. . 

In no part of the body is throbbing so 


much {in evidence as in the teeth. Nowhere 
else do blood vessela and nerves pass 
through such narrow quarters, such cafons 
between solid, bony walls. 

Throbbing ‘pains are then 
mechanical conditions. Some 
be changed and the condition 
some must be endured.

OMTE BERNARD DBE POURTALES, 

whose engagement to the second 

daughter of the Rev. Mr. and Mrs.

man’s Hatch, England, has just been an- 
nounced—the marriage isset for August next 
at Neuchatel—is the former husband of Miss 
Florence Drouillard of Nashville, Tenn., 
whom he married in 1896.

Indeed, the head and chief of the entire 
house of Pourtales is Count Otto, who makes 
his home at Floriasant, El) Paso, county, 
Colo., where he is married to a Miss Laura 
Montgomery, and has two grown up sons, 
both born here, one 80 and the other 25. He 
and his songare citizens of the United States. 

He was born in Boston, Maegs., where his 
father, the late Comte Francis de Pourtales, 
was for a number of years director of tne 
zoblogical museum of that city. 

The Pourtales have been settled in Ger- 
many and Switzerland since the time of the 
revocation of the edict of Nantes, and have 
furnished no end of soldiers to the Prussian 
army and of dignitaries to the court of Ber- 
lin, receiving their firet patent of nobility 
from Frederick the Great In 1750, and being 
promoted to counts on the eve of the battie 
of Waterloo. 

Notwithetanding the emigration of the 
Pourtales on account of their adherence to 
the Protestant faith, there are more Roman 
Catholics than members of the so-called 
Reformed church among their number. 

In Switzerland they have been regarded 
for the last 100 years or more as forming 
part of the patriciate. Even in a republic 
so democratic ae that of Helvetia there are 
class distinctions and a patrician class, the 
members of which are more proud of their 
ancestry and more exclusive in their asso- 
olations than the aristocracy of monarchical 
countries. °

Perhaps the most famous of all the Pour- 
tales is the now venerable Comtesse Ed- 
mond de Pourtales, who !s known in Paris 
as “the countess,’’ just as if there Were no 
other woman of that rank, and who, in the 
palmy days of the Tuileries, had another 
nickname, that of “ Chiffonnmette,” by rea- 
son of her perfect elegance and taste in 
matters of dress. 

Her intimate friends in those days were 
the lovely Marquise de Gallifet, who was 
known as ‘ Cochonnette,”’ and the then 
Princess de Sagan, afterwards Duchess of 
Talleyrand-Perigord, who went by the name 
of “ Canailiette,”” owing to the fact that her 
birth, as well as many of her ways and ut- 
terances, savored in the eyes of her b!ue- 
blooded friends rather of the masses than 
of the classes. 

Mme. de Gallifet was indebted for her 
peculiar sobriquet to her husband the 
famous cavalry general and minister of war, 
who was never tired of deriding her dread 
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lest soap and.water should injure her ex- 
quisite complexion. 

No unkind word has ever been uttered 
about “ Chiffonnette,” to whose wise and 
tactful counsel Queen Alexandra, a much 
younger woman, is indebted for her marvel- 
ous taste and elegance in dress. 

The countess is one of the most intimate 
friends of Queen Alexandra, and was of the 
late King Edward, who never passed through 
Paris without paying her a visit at her beau- 
tiful home in the Rue Tronchet. 

She is on equally good terms with the mem- 
bers of the reigning houses of Russia, Den- 
mark, Auftria, and remains to this day one 
of the most loyal friends of Pmpress Eugénie, 
who is indebted to her influence with M. 
Thiers, when president of the republic, for 
the restoration to herself, to her consort, 
Napoleon III., and to her son, the iI! 
fated prince imperial, of all their private 
property and personal belongings, which 
they had left behind tn France in 19870. 

The counteges remains as intimate as ever 
with Princess Pauline Metternich, who. on 
the occasion of her annual visits to Parie, 
always stays with her. They are both now 
quite olf women. But still when one sees 
them togetber it is easy to realize that in the 
palmy days of the empire they formed, with 
the Marquise de Gallifet, the all-powerful 
group governing Parisian fashion.

In the qualified official denial given to the 
story of Sir Fairfax Cartwright's immediate 
resignation of the British ambassadorship 
at Vienna, which he has held for the last five 
years, it is stated that he will “at any rate 
remain on until the end of the year,” the 
inference being that he will then vacate the 
office.

Ohicago, May 27.—[{To the Friend of 
the People.]—I desire to thank you for 
your efforts to get an explanation for the 
city’s liberality to the Burns Lumber com- 
pany in the private use of twenty feet of 
Chicago avenue for an additional roadway 
for its yard. In the explanation it is ad- 
mitted that the street is cut down to forty 
feet for public driveway, the south walk 
to eleven feet, the north walk to nine feet, 
and twenty feet maintained by the Burns 
Lumber company.

BIGHT NATIONS FAVOR PEACE! SENATE TO SPEED 


Secretary Bryan Says Powers 
Have Indorsed His Proposal, 


NONE REFUSES TO CONSIDER. 


Countries Holding Up Answers, How- 
ever, Ask Time for Thought. 


Washington. D. C, May 30.—Secretary 
Bryan signalized the cay commemorafive 
of the country’s hero dead by announcing 
that eight nations have responded favorably 
to his peace plan, asking that suggestions be 
submitted im regard to details. The nations 
in the order in which they have accepted 
are Italy, Grest Britain, France, Brazil, 
Sweden, Norway, Peru, end Russia. 

Secretary Bryan said no nation to whom 
his peace plan wae submitted had replied 
adversely, although some had aeked more 
time fer consideration. 

To each of the governments expressing a 
willingness to enter into the peace agree- 
ment, a tentative statemént has been sub- 
mitted, embodying details suggested by the 
president. The secretary, pointing out that 
this statement was submitted for considera- 
tion, with no intention of insistence upon 
any particular detail, declined to make public 
its contents. 


Bryan Marks Plan’s Progress. 

Mr. Bryan discussed the progress of his 
plan in the following statement: 

“It will be remembered that about a month 
ago a plan was, by the president's direction, 
submitted to all the governments having 
representatives here, the plan being in sub- 
stance as follows: 

“First—That the United States is pre- 
pared to enter into an agreement with each 
ang evrey country severally provoiding for 
the investigation of all disputes of every 
character and nature by an international 
commisegion, the contracting parties agreeing 
not to declare wer or begin hostilities until 
such investigation ig made and report sub~ 
mitted. 

** Second—The investigation to be conduct- 
ed as'a matter of course upon the initiative 
of the commission, without the formality 
of a request from either party. 

“ Third—The report to be submitted within 
a given time, the time to be agreed upon. 

** Fourth—The parties to preserve the right 
to act independently on the subject matter in 
dispute after the report is submitted.

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INQUIRY ON LOBBY 


Special Committee Will Meet 
Today to Lay Plans for 
Investigation. 


BEGINS WORK NEXT WEEK 


Questions to Be Sent to Each 
Senator Asking Informa- 
tion on “Influences.” 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., May 30.—[Special.]— 
The investigation ordered yesterday by the 
senate into the charge by President Wilson 
that lobby, “‘ numerous, industrious, and in- 
sidious,”’ is busily at work at the capitol 
trying to bring about changes in the Under- 
wood tariff bill will be conducted by a sub- 
committee of three or five of the committee on 
judiciary of the senate, according to the 
best information to be had from the senate 
leaders today. 

Senator Overman of North Carolina, who 
is acting chairman of the judiciary commit- 
tee In the absence of Senator Culberson. who 
fs ill, today called’ a meeting of the commit- 
tee for tomorrow morping at 10:30 o'clock, 


at which plans will be made for the investi- ' 


gation. The inquiry probably will begin 
Monday morning, and it is expected to end 
within a week. Senator Overman probably 
will be chairman of the subcommittee and 
Senator Cummins of Iowa and Senator Need 
of Missouri undoubtedly will be made mem- 
bers of it. If the subcommittee is enlarged 
to five either Senator Root or Senator Borah 
will be added to the minority membership. 


Plan to Speed Up Inquiry, 

Senators are anxious to get the investiga- 
tion concluded as quickly as possible so that 
it will not interfere with the consideration 
of the tariff bill. As a means of expediting 
the investigation a list of questions wil! prob- 
ably be prepared and addressed to each sena- 
tor, with the request that he answer them 
undér oath. 

There is no disposition to drag President 
Wilson before the committee. If he appears 
it will be voluntary, of course, and there 
was unusual interest at the capitol today in 
the prospect that he may come before the 
committee at the very beginning of the hear- 
ing and supply information and names that 
will cause the investigation to take on an in- 
teresting aspect from the start. 


May Force Lobbyists to Register, 

One thing that is likely to result from the 
investigation is a determined effort in con- 
gress at an early date to pags a law requir- 
ing the registration of “ lobbyists,” so called, 
as ‘legislative attorneys” or “ legiglative 
agents,"’ or both.

NICARAGUA WILL GRANT U. S. 
EXCLUSIVE RIGHT FOR CANAL. 


Treaty for Perpetual Franchise Being 
Negotiated as Precaution Against 
Possible Moves by Other Nations. 


Washington, D. C., May 30.—[Special.]— 
The United States will, secure a perpetual 
and exclusive franchise for the building of 
an interoceanic canal through Nicaragua, 
and also a naval station, together with sev- 
eral small islands on the Pacific coast. This 
is insured through the decision just reached 
by the Wilson administration to support the 
treaty negotiated in the closing days of the 
Taft administration between this country 
and Nicaragua. 

Through the ratification if this treaty the 
Nicaraguan route will be forever closed to 
every nation except the United States. While 
there never has been any serious proposition 
for a European nation to revive the old Nica- 
raguan canal plans and construct an inter- 
oceanic highway to compete with the Panama 
canal, talk of this character has emanated 
from Europe off and on. These reports, while 
not taken seriously by officials in the United 
States, have hada bad effect in Central Amer- 
ica. They have received considerable cre- 
dence here and have served as a basis for 
many schemes by which it was sought to ad- 
vance the Interests of some Central American 
revolutionary factions or state. 

The Taft administration decided that, both 
as a means of removing an irritant in Central 
America and securing a guarantee against 
any competition with the Panama canal, it 
was advisabje for the United States to ob- 
tain thie exclusive privilege.

ARELESS praise is quite as ba® as 
careless blame on the part of any 
critic, but the swift praise that flows 
from the pen when one lays down the 
“TALES OF THE MERMAID TAV- 

ERN,’’ by Alfred Noyes, needs no apology. 
Spontaneous yet scholarly and finished, origi- 
mal, yet to the harkening ear full of lovely 
echoes, human and literary at once, these 
beautiful tales seem—in this hour at least, 
while the imagination glows with them—to be 
@uite the most fascinating things that have 
been offered to poetry lovers for many a 
‘month. I will go farther at risk-of being 
damned by all those critics who, enamored 
/of new and fantastic variants in poetry, con- 
d@demn as antiquated those who love ordered 
‘and lucid verse, and say that personally I 
have not in years read anything I liked so 
gnuch. 

It will not do to say that this enjoyment 
Gs the result of reading about familiar things, 
about the gathering around the Mermaid 
Gable, the death of Marlowe, the triumph of 
'fWhittington, and the burial of Mary Queen of 
Scots, dear as those rich traditions are. Many 
‘have written concerning these things, and 
have bored the reader to drowsiness. Mr. 
Noyes may rather have increased his diffi- 
culties by selecting themes so-braided into 
the literary consciousness of us all. Nor isit 

the new aad beautiful forms in which he has 
chosen t® present some of his lyrics, though 
they are fascinating, too. No, it is the stal- 
‘wart defense of poetry and the exquisite 
elucidation of the spirit of it that make 
this book so singularly appealing asitis. Not 
‘plone the poetry of dreams but the poetry 
of facts and things is preached, as only a 
poet can preach them, by demonstration. 
‘That great old-new idea, now the direct or In- 
direct theme of all worthy books, that reality 
‘$s wonderful, that life is beautiful, that to 
_ have the great adventure of it should satisfy 
evensthe beggar, throbs through every line. 

. Noyes is no plein-airist; he does not 
void the tenebrous. He takes his sorrow and 
his paasion, his terror and his fear, for what 
they are worth in art and life, and writing 
boldly, as one whom the modern cowardice, 
‘the avoidance of pain, hasin no way affected, 
he offers old tales, sad as the deaths of kings, 
giong with merry and witty and insouciant 
matter. The book may be much commended 
‘for its variety if for no otherthing. Andwhy 
‘should it not be various, since it offers upthe 
essences of the Elizabethan age, pungent, 
Gelicate, coarse, as the case may be? 

Will Shakspeare is left for the most part in 
clouds empyrean as behooves semi-godhood, 
Bacon is made to seem a dry pedant, but Mar- 
Jjowe and Nash, Greene and Drayton, Ben 
Vonson, and many others live their faulty 
eplendid lives to the full, giving. of their 
hearts’ riches with no self-consciousness, and 
epeaking truth in terms as often ribald as 
divine. The eagerness of the utterance, the 
freedom of the message, the sane, strong, 
deeply human outlook, breathing through 
verse of abounding beauty, forbid us to cal 
\this any longer a meager age from a literary 
@oint of view. (Frederick A. Stokes & Co.)

“THE ENJOYMENT OF POETRY,” by 
(Max Eastman, bears the distinction of being 
@ne of the most unsophisticated books writ- 
ten upon a subject relating to criticism and 
‘eppreciation. Moreover, it has an acdéed 
peculiarity in that this unsophistication is not 
the. result of ignorance but of thought and 
learning. Mr. Eastman has madeéa consist- 
ent—I had almost written a passionate— 
‘effort to return to first terms, to reéstablish 
the innocence of the mind, and to encourage 
4it to approach beauty in the happy and adiven- 
‘gurous spirit of the child. 

As with ail of his alert and honest con- 

‘Remporaries, reality is his text. He dis- 
courses upen the beauty of the world as it is.

Those who are so proud that they cannot en- 
ter precipitately into the enterprise of being 
wre too great for poetry. Poetry is uncondi- 
tionally upon the side of life.

It is the off- 
‘spring of a love that has many eyes, as 
many as the flowers of the field. There is 
mo poetry for him whose look is straitened.” 

He speaks with distress of the difficulty

which is exquisite and evanescent. 

‘ The trance of realization is a definite ex- 
‘perience,’’ writes Mr. Eastman. “It would

“THE MUSE IN EXILE,’ the latest -9!- 
lection of verses given toe the world by Wil- 
liam Watson, contains also the interesting 
lecture delivered in thiscountry a few months 
ago by Mr. Watson, *‘ The Poet's Placeinthe 
Schemeé of Life.” That it was a proud and 
able defense of the high utility of the poet, 
all who heard that lecture wil) remember. 
Moreover, it must be admitted that M-.Wat- 
£0n, who has endeavored from the first day 
he exercised his talent, down to yesterday, 
has been the consistent defender of that 
which seemed to him right and disinterested. 
He has been England's friend when he 
seemed most her critic, and his courageous 
patriotism and flaming verse have placed him 
in the vanguard with those who link the 
prophet’s obligation with that of the poet, as 
in our own country Whittier did. 

The thin volume contains’ some stirring 
poems and some humorous ones. Of as great 
value as anything in the rhymed lines, how- 
ever, is the commient in the introductory 
essay. For example, speaking of the fond- 
ness of the professional critic for the remark- 
able and abnormal in literature, he says: 
—. The typical intelligent reader does not share 
this purely professional curiosity; he is not 
so tired of the great writers of the past as 
to resent any natural and inherited resem- 
blance to them in their successors. 
Indeed, I am more and more @pnvines d that 
there, exists a large though scattered body of 
cultivated, intelligent, serious, but silent lov- 
ers of fine literature, who are quite unswayed 
by ephemeral literary fashions, and quite in- 
different to the critical catchwords which 
are so often madeto do duty in place of the 
unchanging laws of taste and form. These 
unknown and silent lovers of fine literature 
are probably the real readers, and the real 
judges by whose judgment in the long run 
the poet stands or falls.

Strindberg’s “Zones 
of the Spirit.”

NE never knows what is going to hap- 

Pen next in the public taste for read- 

ing matter. One time it is Ibsen's 

Plays, another time it is degenerate 

English stories, then it is Irish pleys, 
now Strindberg is the rage. We have had 
Strindberg plays, now we have his stories. 
Messrs. Scribner, Stewart & Kidd company, 
and John W. Luce are the publishers of his 
plays, Mesers. Putnam of his stories and 
other prose writings. A few weeks ago the 
latter firm published “‘ The Inferno,” which 
is supposed to be more or less an autoblog- 
raphy of the author, a tremendous), book, 
which they have followed with “* ZONES OF 
THE SPIRIT ” (Das Blau-Buch). Now that 
Strindberg is dead every unpublished scrap 
that he left is being printed, and it is just 
as well, for there are not many as profound 
thinkers writing today. 

This new book has an introduction by Ar- 
thur Babillotte, who has made a special 
study of Strindberg. ‘‘ Seldom,” he writes, 
*‘ has a man gone through such profound re- 
ligious changes as this Swede, who died last 
May. The demoniac element itn him, which 
spurred him on restlessly, made him scale 
heaven and fathom hell, gave him glimpses 
of bliss and damnation. He bore the Cain's 
mark on his brow: ‘A fugitive and a wan- 
derer shalt thou be.’ ’’ 

Strindberg, he believes, was fundamentally 
religious, Asa child he had been brought up 
in “a devout belief in God, in submission to 
the injustice of life, and in faith In a better 
hereafter, but became an atheist.” After 
teaching atheism and shortly before his 
death he seems to have returned toa more 
or less orthodox belief, 

This book, ‘‘ Zones of the Spirit.” is divided 
up Into short essays, some not more thana 
page long. I say essays, but they are really 
more like scattered thoughts. A particularly 
interesting feature of this book is the expres- 
sion of Strindberg’s views regarding the 
great poets, artists, and thinkers of the past 
and present. He speaks of Wagener and 
Nietzsche, the two antipodes: of Horace. who 
after many wanderings recognized the hand 
of God; of Shakespeare, who had lived 
through the experlence of every character he 
created; of Goethe, regarding whom he re- 
marks with evident satisfaction: ‘In old 
age, when he grew wise, he became a mystic, 
i. e., he recognized that there are things in 
heaven and earth of which the Philistines 
never dream.’’ Of Maeterlinck he says. ‘“‘ He 
knows how to caricature his own fairest 
creations,”’ and accuses Oscar Wilde of want 
of originality. Regarding Hegel he notes 
with pleasure that at the end of his life he 
returned to Christianity With deep satis- 
faction he writes: ‘‘ Hegel, after having 
gone very roundabout ways, died in 1&1 of 
cholera asa simple, believing Christian. put- 
ting aside all philosophy and praying peni- 
tential psalms.’” In Rousseau he recognizes 
a kindred spirit in so far as the Frenchman 
like himself, hated all that was unnatural! 
“One can agree with Rousseau when he 
says, *All that comes from the creator's 
hand ie perfect, but when it falls into the 
hands of man it !s spoilt.’ ’’ 

This book Mr. Babillotte regards as the 
canticle of Strindbere’s life—‘‘a hymn of 
thankfulness for the recovered faith in which 
he has found peace."’ Here ip the sum- 
ming up: ‘ 

Rousseau's early doctrine regarding the curse of 
mere learning shotild be repondered. , 

A new Descartes should arise and teach the men 
to doubt the untruths of the sciences 

Another Kant should write a new Critique of Pure 
Reason and reéstablish the doctrine of the cate- 
gorical imperative, which, however, is already to be 
found in the Ten Commandments and the gospels 

A prophet should be born to teach men the aim- 
ple meaning of life in a few words. It has already 
been so well summed up: ‘‘Fear God and keep His 
commandments.’’ or ‘‘ Pray and work.’’ 

All the errors and mistakes which we have made 
should serve to instill into us a lively hatred of 
evil and to impart a fresh impulse to good: these 
we can take with us to the other side, where they 
will bloom and bear fruit. That is the true mean- 
ing of life, at which the obstinate and impenitent 
cavil In order to save themselves trouble 

Pray, BUT work; euffer, BUT. hope; keeping 
both the earth and the atara in view. Do not pil- 
grimage; not a home, but a halting place. Seek 
the truth, for it is to be found, but only In one 
place, with the One who Himself ls the Way, the

Soldier's History 
of the Civil War. 


BY FRANCIS W. SHEPARDSON. 

R. WILLIAM ROSCOE LIVER- 

MORE'S “THE STORY OF THE 

CIVIL WAR ” (G. P. Putnam's Sons) 

carries upon ft also the name of John 

Codman Ropes. This historian died 
twelve years ago after publishing two bril- 
liant volumes covering the story of the war 
of the ~*vellian up to the end of 1862. He 
undertook the great work with serious pur- 
pose and devoted untiring energy toit, found- 
ing the Military Historical Society of Mas- 
sachusetts as part of his plan for sifting evi- 
dence and securing the complete details ofa 
mighty American struggle. He left no mem- 
oranda for'completing his task, which was 
taken up by. Mr. Livermore. colonel of the 
United States army and student of military 
affairs. 

The results of his {nvestigations are given 
in two important volumes bearing the sub- 
title, “‘“The Campaigns of 1863."" They are 
written professedly to glorify war, to empha- 
size its necessary place as the most powerful 
factor in securing the gains of peace, and as 
a protest against that popular form of mod- 
ern history writing which magnifies the peo- 
ple and their advances, phyaical, intellectual, 
moral, and industrial. It is written, there- 
fore, for the military man who enjoys ac- 
counts of campaigns and battles rather than 
for the student who sees in war only the 
means to a far more important end. It is 
rich in maps and charts which the.layman 
will not care to study intently, as they must 
be studied if there is clear understanding of 
military movements. It is controversial in 
character, with frequent quotations In the 
body of the text, with abundant footnote ref- 
erences, and with brief comment and sum- 
maries following each account of battle or 
campaign. 

Sometimes the pages are so filled with dif- 
ferent sorta of type and with numbered ref- 
erences that the leader loses the thread of the 
narrative as his eye follows the guiding 
marks. But this must not be taken for un- 
favorable criticism, Decause the purpose of 
the author is plainly stated Im his mind 
these great campaigns of 1863 are rich in 
suggestion for the future leaders in war. 
From Vicksburg and Gettysburg and the 
other military movements of the decisive 
year the men who are teaching the science 
of warfare are gaining many notable ideas. 
What Henderson in his wonderful study of 
“ Stonewall’’ Jackson and other English in- 
vestigators of #merican civil war campaigns 
have accomplished !s wellknown. Mr. Liver- 
more's work muS&t prove a great help to fu- 
ture commanders. It Is a text for the war 
college. It\is a source book for those whose 
inclinationg prompt them to make searching 
inquiry into the faults and the successes of 
my litary movements.

Why is it necessary for 
private persons continually to form societies 
for the suppression of vice? What is the po- 
lice department for? For what purpose is the 
enormous police budget granted each year?

Big Trees Confirm Bible Stories. 


Washington, D. C., May 30.—vVerification of 
biblical history in the growth of rings of the 
great California redwood trees is asserted by 
Elisworth Huntington in a government publi- 
cation entitled, “The Secret of the Big Trees,” 
just issued, 

According to Mr Huntington the curves in 

the California trees begin with the epoch of 
the Trojan war, about 1200 B. C. The curves 
dip extremely low, indicating an epoch of sud- 
den and severe drought. The famine in the days 
of Elijah is indicated by low curves, but not 
so distinctly as the one in the Trojan epoch. 
In the era 700 B. C. the curves stand high, 
indicating favorable climate. This was the be- 
ginning of Greek greatness, Then comes a pro- 
nounced falling off, with a recovery 300 or 400 
years before Christ, and another decline, cul- 
minating about 200 B. C. with a recovery reach- 
ing a high point 60 B.C. This was followed by 
a long period of decline, reaching its worst 
about 600 or 700 A. D. 
Comparison of the history of the California 
trees with data gathered in Asia Minor con- 
vinces Mr. Huntington that the great disturb- 
ances and most fruitful periods in history were 
worldwide in their scope.

Charles Merz of the Stutz team finished 
third, and Albert Guyot was fourth in an 
English Sunbeam. Theodore Pilette of Bel- 
gium carried the colors of the Chicago 
Automobile chub to fifth position in his Mer- 
cedes- Knight. 

Joe Daweon, who won last year’s race, av- 
eraged 78.7 milesanhour. This is the world’s 
best mark for the distance. Goux might 
have beaten ft {f he had been forced. He 
had the speed, but there was no necessity of 


using it. 


Two Hurt in Only Accident. 

Jack Tower of the Mason team was caughe 
beneath hie car when it upset on the back. 
stretch, turning the one hundredth lap, ané 
suffered a broken leg. His mechanic, Les 
Dunning, was thrown clear of the wreck 
and escaped with a“pair of brokenribse.

Goux drove a perfect race. He was aided 
materially by the work of Johnny Aiken, 
former Natioonal racMg team manager, 
whose craftiness was partially responsible 
for Joe Dawson's victory last year. Aiken 
overcame the natural tendency of the Gallic 
disposition and held Goux’s driving within 
the bounds of reason. Goux tonight frankly 
attributed his.victory in a great measure te 
the efficient pit work and esignalling for 
which he said Aiken was responsible. 

The Peugeot pilot drove sanely and con- 
servatively. He readily adapted himself to 
conditions and refused to be drawn into 
pockets. He was courageous withal and fre-

Bob Burman Early Leader. 

Bob Burman, as had been predicted, started 
from the gun to burn up the track and lost 
no time in gaining the lead. He overcame 
the slight advantage taken by Guyot, the 
Sunbeam pilot, at the tape and lengthened 
his lead continuously. Goux pressed the 
#peed king vigorously, and the pair never 
were separated more than a half lap until 
the Frenchman went to his pit for a tire 
change. This gave Burman‘a decided ad- 
Vantage, and at the end of forty miles he 
was far ahead of Zuccarelli, who was second 
in the other Peugeot. Joe Nikrent in the 
Case was in hot pursuit of Zuccarelli. Goux 
was.in fourth place. 

Burman retained his advantage at the fifty 
mile mark, averaging 79 miles an hour for 
the distance. Dawson's average was &8] 
miles for the distance last year. 


Speed Causes Tire Trouble. 

Every car in the race was traveling at a 
speed better than seventy-five miles an hour 
and the pace obviously caused excessive tire 
trouble. Nearly every car stopped to make 
tire replacements before the sixty mile mark 
was reached. 

Nikrent displaced Zuccarelli when the lat- 
ter was forced to abandon the race witha dirt 
clogged gasoline line. The Case pushed Bur- 
man for the lead, being only twenty seconds 
behind the Kecton at the seventy mile mark. 
Nikrent failed to keep in the grind after this. 
however, and Goux slipped into second place 
at 100 miles, He was more than a lap in the 
rear of the flying Burman. Anderson's Stutz 
was third, closely followed by Tetzlaff’s 
Isotta, which in turn was being pursued by 
Ralph Mulford in the Mercedes. The pace 
had increased so that Burman’s average at 
the century mark was 78.94 miles an hour, a 
speedway record for cars of this class. 


Six Fail to Finish 100 Miles. 

The terrific pace, cowpled with the intense 
heat and poor condition of some of the cars 
before the race, was responsible for the 
elimination of six cars before the 100 mile 
mark. They were the Stutz, driven by Herr, 
Zuccarelli's Peugeot, Johnny Jenkins’ 
Schacht, De Palma’s Mercer, Grant's Isotta, 
and*Bill Endicott’s Case six. 

The strain did not affect Burman, who in- 
creased the pace to seventy-nine miles an 
hour at the 120 mile mark. Goux stil! was 
in hot pursuit. Anderson was third and Merz 
fourth. The speed king stopped for gas and 
oil on his fiftieth lap and Goux seized the op- 
portunity to forge to the lead from which 
he never was removed. He had jockeyed with 
Burman for the lead at the 120 mile mark, 
but had held it only for a moment. 

Goux showed chances of bettering Daw- 
son's mark and it was difficult for Johnny 
Aiken to restrain the Frenchman, who drove 
desperately, to a moderate gait. His aver- 
age speed at 160 miles was 79.62 miles, which 
was in excess of anything during the race. 


Fire Stops Burman’s Car. 

On the fifty-fifth lap Burmaii's car caught 
fire and he was forced to the pit for a delay 
of fifty-five minutes, which eliminated him 
as a contender. 

Goux w@s in the lead at this Point and 
driving cautiously. At 180 miles his time was 
six minutes slower than that of Dawson last 
year. Anderson was a close second and the 
Sunbeam had crowded Charley Merz out of 
third place. 

Goux won the Remy Brassard trophy for 
leading at the 200 mile mark and also seta 
new record for the race in cars of the 450 
cubic inch piston displacement class. The 
former record was 2:46:48.47. Goux's time 
was 2:23:30.40. 

The Nyberg, driven by Endicott, and 
Trucco’s Isotta were added to the list of 
noncombatants in the second century. Their 
disappearance left nineteen cars running, 
although there were few laps that did not 
find one car or more at the pits for repairs. 


Track Slippery; Pilots Cautious. 

The drivers were exercising great caution 
at this stage of the race and there was little 
bunching at the turns. The track was be- 
coming slippery with the oil from the ex- 
hausts, however, and several sharp skids 
brought the spectators to their feet in ex- 
pectation of an accident. The Sunbeam with 
its long wheel base was most affected. Goux’s 
car and the Stutz showed no especial dis- 
comfort from the track and kept pounding 
off the laps regularly. , 

The 250 mile mark found Goux more heed- 
ful of the coaching of Aiken and the speed 
was materially lessened. He had a safe 
lead, with Anderson in hot pursuit two and 
one-half laps behind. Ralph Mulford had 
crawled into third position with Charles 
Merz behind him. Wishart had taken the 
Mercer 22 into fifth position and Guyot in 
the Sunbeam was sixth. Tetzlaff held the 
Isotta in seventh place and Wilcox'’s Fox 
was beginning to show. These positions were 
‘retained at 260 miles, although Goux made 
a stop for a tire. 

Mulford stopped at 275 miles for oil and 
gasoline. This was his first stop of the race 
and breaks all records for nonstop competi- 
tion ‘of this character. Joe Dawson held the 
mark before, having traveled 270 miles at 
Savannah during the light car race with his 
Marmon. 


Auxiliary Prize to Goux. 

Goux annexed the Prest-o-lite_ trophy and 
the $2,500 prize that goes with it at 300 miles. 
He covered the distance in 2:52:26.75, a new 
record for cars of the Peugeot class. Goux's 
average was 77.42 miles. Anderson was sec- 
on@, and De Palma, who had replaced Wish- 
mrt in the Mercer, rolled into third position. 
Mulford was fourth and Merz fifth. Guyot 
and Tetzlaff were hav nga hot ficht for sixth 
position, Tetzlaff leading by seconds. 

Moept that Tetziaff went out of the race

Placement of the machines was the same 
for the next hundred miles.

At 460 miles Goux led, with Anderson sec- 
ond, De Palma third, and Mulford fourth. 
Mulford’s @ar ran out of gasoline om the back- 
stretch during the next ten miles and he lost 
his position in the race. 


Stutz No. 3 Stalls Motor, 

The battle forsupremacy between the Goux 
and Stutz No. 38 grew bitter at the 460 mile 
mark. Cooper, in Anderson's car as relief, 
by driving frantically, cut down the French- 
man’s lead to four minutes in the next ten 
miles. At the éompletion of the one hundred 
and elghty-eighth lap Anderson drew in at 
the pits for a tire change.
